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Restriction Requirement: 

Applicant's election without traverse of Invention I, with an election of species in which both 
pl and p2 have FSH agonist activity in Paper No. 8 filed 12/8/00 is acknowledged. 

Upon further consideration of the claims, an additional restriction requirement is set forth 

10 below: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12 as drawn to methods of administering fusion proteins consisting of two 
p and one a subunits (with appropriate linkers), classified in class 424, subclass 192. 1 . 

II. Claims 1-12 as drawn to methods of administering a complex of a fusion protein 
1 5 consisting of a single a and a single p subunit (with appropriate linkers) noncovalently 

linked to a second P subunit, classified in class 424, subclass 193.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

The two groups require use and search of two physically and chemically distinct active agents, 
20 which require separate searches. The search for pseudotrimeric glycoprotein hormones is not the 
same as the search for a pseudodimeric glycoprotein hormone in non-covalent association with an 
additional p subunit. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification and recognized divergent subject matter, 
25 restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
